There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the general fund not otherwise appropriat-
ed, the sum of four thousand dollars in full, for the 
payment of pensions of soldiers' orphans, as provided 
in chapter seventy-two (72), general laws of 1874, for 
the year 1876. 

To be drawn 	SECTION 2. All sums appropriated by this act shall 
quarterly, be drawn from the treasury not oftener than quarter-

ly.

from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 62.

AN ACT to appropriate to the Institute for the Education of the 
Deaf and Dumb a sum of money therein named, for the payment of 
current expenses for the year ending March 1, 1877, and for perma-
nent improvements. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repre8ented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as 017  —0108: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the general fund not otherwise appropriat-
ed, the sum of forty thousand dollars, in full for the 
following purposes at the Institute for the Education 
of the Deaf and Dumb, viz: For the payment of cur-
rent expenses for the year ending March 1, 1877, 
thirty-three thousand five hundred dollars; for build-
ing laundry and kitchen, six thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

SECTION 2. All sums for current expenses appro-
priated by this act shall be drawn from the treasury 
not oftener than monthly in advance.
